The newspapers of June 7 announce 
the death of Dr. Alfred Poor at Salem, at 
the Bertram Home for aged people—after 
a long illness. He was born in Haver- 
hill, New Parish, Feb. 18, 1818, son of 
Jerre Poor, but his latest residence was 
Groveland. He was a gradu&te of Dart- 


mouth, and a member of the New. Eng-. 


land Historical society of Boston, spend- 


ing the’ closing years of his active life in, 


collecting valuable note’ of families o: 
Essex County as well as the border 
Counties of New Hampshire. Between 
1857 and 1862 he was in Andover and 
visited many aged people here, the results 
of the research he made in his quest 
for the Bailey genealogy being saved in 
several volumes as he was the rare kind 
of a genealogist who saves everything, 
Beside sketches in the Andover Adver- 
tiser, “Researches in the Merrimack 
Valley” was issued from W. F. Draper 
Press containing a valuable family record 
of descendants of Richard Bailey. Be- 
side this, he published the genealogy of 
the family of John Poor, one of the four 
brothers, who came to Newbury in 1635 
of whom he was a descendant, and had 
copious notes ready for a future work on 
Daniel Poor of Andover. The writer 
was allowed to copy freely from his un- 
digested Andover notes a mass of 
material taken from the memories of 
our aged people forty years ago of the 
greatest value in preparing material for 
Andover genealogy and of the greatest 
value in placing old estates and deter- 
mining knotty questions in regard to 
gaps in our records—and for one, I shall 
never cease to feel grateful for this aged 
worker’s perseverance in visits here 
years before we had waked up to the 
value of such material. All these notes 
are carefully stored in the basement of 
the County Court House at Salem where 
he was a familiar figure so long as he 
was able to visit the scenes of old studies 
and where he always received an affec- 
tjonate greeting. We were all friends 
perbaps more than the Groveland people 
among whom he lived latest. Mr. Poor’s 
grief over the death of his dear young 
friend, Alfred Poor, of so much promise, 
was one of.the factors of his rapid failure 


after that loss. He never forgot a kind- | 


ness, always ready to help one out, and I 
shall be one who will miss him as well as 
the friends of the Poor Association for 
which he acted as secretary till his death, 
with whom his work remains.

are now under indictment in connec- 
tion with the Steunenberg murder. He 
said he was a Canadian by birth and 
after moving into the mining region of 
the northwest became a member of the 
miners’ union and achieved a reputa- 
Hon by executing sentence of. death 
and destruction upon those wha op- 
posed the purposes of the union. He 
recounted attaching the fuse which 
blew up the Bunker Hill mill in 1899, 
pf attempting the assassination of 
Bovernor Peabody, and recited in de- 
tail how he and his assistant, Steve 
Adams, blew up the station at Inde- 
pendence, Colo., where fourteen ypn- 
anion miners were killed. The cul- 
mination of his bloody recital came 
June 6, when he told of the murder 
wf Steunenberg. 

At the outset Orchard showed signs 
if embarrassment and had to be en- 
touraged to make his answers audible, 
but he told his awful story with re- 
narkable calmness and self possession, 

hile the man he sought to implicate, 
iewied, listened intently to every 
word and looked directly at him, evi- 
fently trying to catch his eye, which 
the witness avoided. The defense ob- 
lected to the early parts of the story 
yn the ground that they did not appear

End of Honduras Lottery. 
The Hondtras National Lottery

The circuit court at Findlay, O., has 
ruled that the Buckeye Pipe Line com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the Standard Oil 
company, must accept all oil offered 
by the independent producers and at a 
fair remynerative price It had been 
alleged by the state of Ohio that the 
price for transporting Independent oll 
had been 20 cents a barrel, which a 
was a prohibitive rate. This decision 
fg expected to assist Prosecutor David 
when.the case against the Standard 
Ofl and the Rockefellers comes up for 
trial. > 


Johnson Loses Three Cent War. 

The supreme court of Ohio gave its 
decision in favor of the Cleveland con- 
solidated railways as opposed to the 
city of Cleveland in the controversy 
over 8 cent street car fares. The case 
involved the validity of tie franchises 
on certain avnues held by the Consolli- 
dated. These being sustained, the low 
fare franchises granted by the Johnson 
council became void. — 


Burnham Out of Prison.

Texas Ousts Oil.Trust Company. 

Following the verdict of the jury at 
Austin barring the Waters-Plerce Oi! 
company from doing business in the 
state of Texas and making that com- 
pany liable for penalties aggregating 
$1,623,900 for violation of the state 
laws, application for a receivership 
was made by the defendant company. 
Motions for a new trial were made 
and an injunction was applied for to 
restrain the state from removing any 
part of the property or assets of the 
company. 

Some six years ago this company or 
Its legal predecessor was ousted be- 
cause of its proved connection with the 
Standard Oil company, but it was 
later readmitted on the sworn affidavit 
of H. Clay Pierce, its president, but it 
refused to pay the state license fee. 
The present case was brought primari- 
ly to force fines for failures to pay and 
Incidentally it was brought out that 
the Waters-Pierce company was still 
@ part of the trust. In this connection 
the charge of perjury was brought 
against Pierce, and he has now sur- 
rendered himself to the state for trial. 


Irieh Council Bill Dropped. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the 
British Liberal premier, announced in 
the house of commons that the govern- 

ent would not go further with the 

rish council bill in view of the unanl- 
mous opposition of the recent Irish 
convention, which the Irish members 
recognized as binding upon them. He 
regretted that the Irish people had not 
given greater attention to the details 
of the measure and announced that an 
evicted tenant’s restorfition bill would 
be ‘offered this session, granting cer 
tain powers of compulsory purchase of 
land.

Douma Passes Reform Laws. 

Three obnoxious laws have been re- 
pealed by the Russion douma, as fol- 
lows: Providing for the punishment of 
persons expressing approval of po- 
litical crimes, excluding from military 
Service persons accused of political 
crimes or under suspicion and penaliz- 
ing private instruction in Poland. The 
douma voted for the abolition of the 
re-establishment of field courts martial 
for the punishment of civilians im- 
plicated in spreading revolutionary 
ideas in the army. 


French Seamen's Strike Off. 

For several days following the Sist 
of May nota ship was able to leave the 
ports of France, owing to a general 
strike of sailors and others belonging 
to the naval reserve., The crews of 
many transatlantic ships joined in the 
movement and deserted their stations. 
The strike was declared by the Na- 
tional Seamen’s union because of the 
bill increasing pensions front $40 to 
$72 for seamen and from $156 to $200 
for captains, this being held to be in- 
adequate. Even the fishermen at some 
places took part In the strike. After 
an interview with the minister of ma- 
rine at Paris on June 4 the seamen’s 
leaders telegraphed to all ports calling 
off the strike, It was said that the 
minister had given assurahce that the 
deserters would not be prosecuted’ and 
that the pension law would be im- 
proved. 


COMMERCIAL 


Railroads Fighting Two Cent Law. 

In a statement the Pennsylvania rall- 
road frankly avowed its purpose to 
“get square” for the new two cent fare 
law by abolishing all commutation 
rates and selling only tickets at the 
uniform rate of 2 cents a mile. Hven 
ten trip and workman tickets will be 
dropped, and no excursion tickets will 
be sold after Sept. 30 unless the courts 
shall have ruled against the law, 18 
the Pennsylvania officials confidently 
expect. 

The Reading, which had begun to 
make some concessions in response to 
the rising tide of public indignation, 
stopped short as if encouraged by the 
action of the Pennsylvania, and Baer 
said nothing further would be done. 
Baer’s company also filed a_ bill in 
equity to upset the law on the ground 
that the loss involved would be con- 
trary to charter rights. 


New England Merger Certain. 

President Mellen of the New Haven 
system has made known to Governor 
Guild the fact that a majority of the 
Boston and Maine stock is now in 
the possession of the New Haven and 
that the merging of the two principal 
railroad systems of that section is now 
a certainty unless extraordinary nigis- 
ures are taken, A part of the deal is 
the selling of the New York, Ontario 
and Western by the New Haven to the 
New York Central at $45 a share, or a 
total of $18,122,000. In a published let- 
ter to Governor ‘Guild, Mellen explains 
that his company has not been the ac- 
tual purchaser of Boston and Maine 
stock, but that friendly “interests” 
have bought on the basis of an equal 
exchange of shares, less commissions, 
He says that this move was not made 
for aggrandizement, but to prevent the 
stock from passing into hands not 
friendly to New England and_ that 
there is to be no stock watering or in- 
crease in outstanding capital. He be- 
lieves that the public as well as the 
investors will benefit by the consolida- 
tion of the two systems. 


Fish Defends Railroads. . 

Stuyvesant Fish, former president of 
the Illinois Central, who had been ad- 
vertised to address the Economic club 
of New York on the subject, “Is the 
Overcapitalization of Railroads an 
Evil?’ surprised his hearers by an- 
nouncing that he could not speak on 
the subject becatse he did not believe 
the railroads were ovefcapitalized. 

Henry Clews proposed that all inter- 
state railroads employ a man whose 
pole duty should be to report crooked 
transactions to the Interstate com- 
merce commission and to the executive 
committee of the road. It was the 
first meeting of the new club, com- 
posed of prominent business and pro- 
fessional men, similar to one in Paris 
and another in Boston, the purpose be- 
fing to discuss public interests seri- 
ously. 

Beef Trust Boosts Price. 

Retail butchers in eastern cities were 
notified that the price of beeves would 
be advanced 8 or 9 cents a pound, 
which means about 2 cents a pound 
more at retail. Scarcity of cattle is 
given as the reason for thé increase.

Dr. Platner said 
that neither the apostle Paul, nor any 
Christian minister of the present day, 
could preach the Gospel effectively with- 
out the divine re-enforcement of his own 
human weakness. God, not man, is the 
source of “sufficiency,” and the only 
proper ground of confidence in our 
work. A religion which begins and 
ends with man is no religion at all. 
True religion has both its source and 
its goal in God, through the Lord Jesus 
Christ. It is free from the bondage of 
the letter, and brings men into the 
glorious liberty of the children of God.

Continuing he 
said: “But if from Germany sprang 
the Reformation which parulyzed mis- 
sionos from Germany also sprang that 
great Pietistic movement which was 
the inspiring cause of the recent birth 
at Nottingham and Williamstown and 
Andover of the great movement of Pro- 
testant missions.”

Professor Day said in part: “Pre- 
cedent in the selection of a subject for 
this address suggests that one limit 
himself to his own department of in- 
struction, and indeed, to some central 
subject rather than to one of the many 
related topics that so variagated a de- 
partment as that of Practical Theology 
offers. ‘Thus confined, it seemed to me 
best to take the simple and fundamen- 
tal thought I have named even at the 
risk of triteness, (since this matter is 
commonplace in current ministerial dis- 
cussion), and of repetition in view of 
the discussion of yesterday. I might 
have stated it as ‘the preaching ques- 
tion’ and have begun: ‘To be or not to 
be, that is the question.’ But three 
dangers have gone by. First that the 
prophetic office should yield to a priest- 
ly sacramentarianism, ever more natur- 
alized; or to a priestly conduct of rit- 
ual and liturgy... For enrichment of 
these latter functions we rely more and 
more on the comprehensiveness of the 
Holy Catholic Church ; to be absorbed in- 
to the mind and method of the leader in 
public service. On the other side, the 
kingly office, if one may use such a 
phrase, to describe the pastor as a di- 
rector of energies, is becoming more and 
more limited to pulpit guidance and in- 
spiration going on with the demand of 
the services” of laymen. -They..__with 
the women must be the organizers and 
leaders in the great out-reaching efforts 
of which a modern church. is the 
fountain. Before him in the pews sit 
the makers of modern society in all 
departments and the best the minister 
can do is to pour fruitful ideas into and 
through these channels of distribution.

engrossing interest in education, these 
and many other influences which have 
seemed to hush the voices of conscience 
and render obsolete the prayer of the 
Publican;—all these difficulties and 
more, together with the radical evil 
everywhere rampant in the many forms 
of selfishness; are now construed as 
combining. in one mighty challenge, in 
behalf of the spiritual life, made to 
brave and devoted men, So this mag-

When the king learned the truth, he 
flew into a terrible rage, ordered Da- 
quin to be arrested and placed the mat- 
ter in the hands of the council of state. 
That obsequious body, after a very 
short-deliberation, unanimously voted 
that the physician who had trafficked 
in the blood of the king deserved death. 
The royal wrath, however, subsided to 
some extent, and he graciously spared 
Daquin’s life, but deprived him of his 
office and exiled him from the court to 
Quimper-Corentin. The too greedy 
physician did not long survive his dis- 
grace.—London Standard.

The Abuse of Cap and Gown. 

Dr. James M. Green, head of the 
New Jersey State Normal school, re- 
plying to an editorial in the School 
Journal criticising his opposition to the 
recent tendency of schools below the 
rank of college to adopt the cap and 
gown for students in commencement 
exercises, defends himself, first by

Instability on its narrow base on ac- 
count of wind pressure has been ef- 
fected by imbedding several lengths of 
great iron bars“in the mass of concrete 
forming the caisons fifty feet below | 
the level of the basement floor. These 
bars are held together by pins six 
jnches { diameter, which in turn are 
Joined to the upright steel columns in 
buch a way that the up pull from wind 
strain might be counteracted. This 
has never before been done. The law 
fequires that stability of structures be 
figured upon a wind pressure of thirty 
pounds per square foot, and on this 
basis the force exerted against one side 
of the building would be equal to 380 
tons’ pressure. *

2. That we recommend to the alumni 
and friends of this seminary the effort 
to raise, during the next 12 months, a 
centennial fund, whose income shall be 
used for the general enlargement of the 
usefulness of this institution, including 
the. support of such foreign depart- 
ments and others which may from time 
to time be needed. 

3. That we recommend the making 
of overtures to leaders in home mis- 
sionary and educational work in our 
denominations, to secure express'ons 
of judgment and sympathy, and such 
co-operation as may seem feasible. 

4. That the further consideration of 
this matter in all its details, and the 
responsibility for arousing and exe 
pressing the interest of the alumni and 
all friends of Christian education, be 
referred to the committee of confer-. 
ence with the trustees—this commit- 
tee being hereby. ge eer load to increase 
its membership or appoint other com- 
mittees as it may deem wise; to con- 
fer with the representatives of all!

tional bodies or any others ag it may,

Experience of an American at 
an English Royal Levee. 


A RAPID TRANSIT FUNCTION 


He Was In and Through and Out Be- 
fore He Really Realized What Had 
Happened—The Way His Difficulty 
About a Costume Was Overcome. 


A six foot American who had se- 
cured a “command” to one of the Eng- 
lish royal levees recently found him- 
self in a pretty predicament. 

On his notification paper was the 
hint that levee dress was indispensa- 
ble. In the guileless innocence of his 
democratic soul the American took this 
to mean that frock coat and shiny 
shoes would be called for, 

He was in the act of looking over his 
best outfit of that nature when a more 
experienced friend called and ‘caught 
him in the act. The friend made haste 
to inform the misguided Yankee that 
levee dress involved silk stockings, 
ruffled sleeves, black sword and other 
items. 

Consternation ensued. It continued 

to ensue when owing to his height and 
girth no borrowable suit was discoy- 
ered and no tailor could be found who 
would make one before the next after- 
noon, At last a stage levee dress was 
rented from His Majesty’s theater, 
where it had done duty in “The Last 
of the Dandies.” 
' After the levee was over the Ameri- 
can confessed that he hardly knew 
what had happened.

Every woman who is presented goes 
armed with a bouquet, whose value is 
at least.a pound, and some of them are 
worth ten times that sum. Then there 
are the bookmakers and the hosiers and 
the milliners to consider, to say nothing 
of the people who lend carriages,
